Amendment to Specification was received on May 25, 2009 is acceptable and entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-3, 6-8, 10-13, and 15-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 has been 
amended to overcome the prior art of record. The prior art of record, alone or in combination 
does not reasonably teach or suggest "the means for providing an angular orientation of the 
optical path of each subassembly with respect to the second surface of the multiplex 
body. . .wherein the spacers are connected to one another with a defined spacing and form a 
placement part that is placed onto the second surface of the multiplex body." This amended 
limitation in combination of the structural limitations of claim 1 placed the application in 
condition for allowance. Claims 2-3, 6-8, 10-13, and 15-22 are therefore allowed by virtue of 
dependency on claim 1 .
